HOME HINTS AND HELM. 

— Molass-si ah. : ( tnnoupfu I of I r rara 
sugar, two-thirds of a cupful of mo- 
lajaea, one of lard, two of buttermilk 
and one teaspoon ful of soda; flour to 
make It rather stiff. — Christian In- 
quirer. 

— Hrafton Cake: Five teaoupful* of 
flour, two !■•:, spoon fills of baking pow- 
der, one teaoupful of butter, three tea- 
eupfuls of sugar, one teaenpful of milk 
and the whites of eight egga— Detroit 
Free I 'res*. 

— Ilavarlan Cream: Dissolve half a 
box of gelatine in enough water to 
cover. Let a .piart of rich milk or 
cream. If you have it, come to a boll. 
Then stir In the gelatine. Set on tho 
back of the stove, and add the yolk* of 
six eggs, one eoffoe cup of sugar and 
three teaspoons of vanilla. Add the 
well-beaten six white* last of all. Pour 
into moulds N. Y. World. 

-Lyonnatse l*otatoea: Put a pint 
of milk in a frying pan, add a piece of 
butter, si/.e of a walnut, some salt and 
popper; lot it boll. Mix a heaping tea- 
spoonful of cornstarch with a little 
cold milk, and add it to the milk in the 
pan. Have ready six or seven large po- 
tatoes, period and cut into small slices, 
put them Into the pan with a little 
chopped onion and parsley. Cover them 
with a plate and let them stew slowly 
for about fifteen minutes. Send to ta- 
ble In a covered dish.— 'Housekeeper. 

—A simple way of cooking eggs is 
"stir la plat." Hutter a flat plate which 
has Wen warmed in the oven. Ilreak 
the requisite iiiiiiiImt of eggs on it, be- 
ing careful that they do not touch each 
other. To accomplish this, the plate 
should, to receive them properly, havo 
sunken places. An oyster-plate will 
answer very well to cook egga In this 
fashion. There is a metal platter which 
comes especially for serving egg* in thi* 
way. Season the eggs, each one, with 
salt and |>epper. after putting them on 
the plate, and set them in the oven till 
'he white has set . 

— Halade a la Normande: Normandy 
Is famous for Its apples and pears, and 
some varieties of tins former blended 
with the latter make an agreeable fruit 
salad, which can tie as pretty aa the 
cook chooses. One variety of pear, very 
like the "Hartlett," only not quite so 
soft, is peeled and cnt Into thin slice*, 
slices of apples are added, and peeled 
and stoned plums out in halves. Add 
powdered sugar, about three table- 
spoonfuls of orange water, a dash of 
vanilla, t wo or throe drops of almond 
essence, and tho Juice of u lemon. Let 
it stand for half an hour, occasionally 
tipping the dish, and with a spin m pour- 
ing over the fruit the sirup formed. 
Than serve in a glass dish, and decorate 
with any of tho following: lemon or 
orange leaves and crystaluod cherries, 
or a few fresh plums and some leaves, 
white oleander flowers, rose-geranium 
loaves, sprays of syringa, or rose buds 
or violets. All of these are delightful 
in scent, and suggestions to one who 
enjoys the fruit salad. — Demorest's Mag-

INDIA N RA TIONS. 

How the AborlrlntH. Are Proy|.l»,l for by 
thedorerniticnt. 

To any one who has never witnessed 
the distribution of rations at sn Indian 
agency the performance is rcmsrkably 
interesting. The government building 
is ordinarily a barn-like structure, sur- 
rounded by a platform, on which the 
squaws form in line, eneh with her 
ticket. As they pass throiiv'h a door in 
■ingle tile, n clerk looks nt each wom- 
an's enrd and shouts out the number of 
rations to which she is entitled. Sup 
posing that there are three iu her fam- 
ily she is entitled to twenty-one rations 
for the week, of course. Hcrenrd shows 
thnt and every time it Is presented the 
elerk punches it once. Aflet it has b en 
pUOCh< d tifu -tWO times, being good for 
one year, it is exhausted. 

The squaw passes on to anotlu r clerk 
who distributes corn. He has n num- 
ber of scoops of different sizes, each 
holding to many rations. The amount 
.if corn duo the woman he promptly 
dump, fa her shawl, tied up for tem- 
porary One as ■ receptacle. She then 
passes t» yet another clerk, who gives 
her the flour or sn^'ar due her and so on 
until She las received her portion of 
everything, when she passes out at a 
door on |ha other side.
